Warning to Both Sides. 


‘These two reserva by the’ board 
were generally construed as a warning 
to*both sides: If the carriers: seem to be

will be to hasten the abrogation of the 
agreements. 

**'The board,” continues the decision,

|FIRST WIFE DENIES SUICIDE 


Warrant for Broker Issued as 
Woman He Wed in 1912 
Starts Divorce Action.

As the-result of Herbert Thornton An- 
drews’s effort to introduce Levantine 
family ideas into the Bergen section of 
Jersey .City, the Wall Street broker to- 
day faces jail, a divorce suit and pro- 
ceedings to Wispossess him: of the _si<- 
room apartment in The Rensselaer, 2,848 
Hudson. Boulevard, where he and th2 
two Mrs. Andrews. have lived for almost 
three: months. 

* Late:last night; after the departure of 
wife No, 2 and the broker, policemen 
‘were called to. the Andrews’ apartment 
by ‘tenants ‘in the building who reported 
.e strong odor of ether. ‘Lieutenant Hal- 
‘sey van Horn of the West Montgomery 
4 Street Station, accompanied by three de- 
tectives; hurried to the apartment. 

The Lieutenant: knocked on ‘the door, 
and, failing to’ get a response, the po- 
licemen put theirs shoulders against it, 
snapping a chain’ and smashing a lock. 
Inside ‘théy found the first ‘Mrs. An- 
‘drews, ‘pale and) frightened and clad in 
@ nightgown. “She came out of a front 
room and demanded to know the mean- 
ing of the visit. She was told of the 
report of ether and denied ‘that any 
drug had been used tn her home. 

Weeping quietly, she gaid her husband 
had left without ;even a~good-bye, but 
that, however Worriea she -might be, the 
thought’ of suicide ‘is not in. my mind, 
for I have my two boys to take care of.’’ 

Last night Mrs. Maude Augusta 
Haynes Andrews, forty-two years old, 
married to Andrews nine years ago in 
Portland; Me., and supplanted by Mrs. 
Esther:Marie Tatnall Andrews, twenty- 
five years old, took action herself. 

Fortified by instructions of her lawyer, 
she ousted her husband and ‘the rival 
wife. Carrying two suit cases, Andrews 
and the former stenographer from Pitts- 
burgh quit the Hudson Boulevard neigh- 
borhood for Newark, leaving the first 
wife in the apartment with her two sons, 
John, eight years old, and Harley, six, 
the latter a cripple. 

The fact that the broker might go to 
jail because of the triangle formed when 
he married Miss Esther Marie Tatnall 
in Greenwich, Conn,.. on Jan. 21 ‘last, 
was disclosed by former Judge James F. 
Walsh, ‘Prosecuting Attorney of Green- 
wich, who announced that he had issued 
@ warrant for the arrest of Andrews on 
charges of bigamy and perjury. He 
added that ht would move for imme- 
diate extradition. 

Early ‘yesterday it appeared that the 
singular d8mestic. arrangement _ which 
had prevailed in the Andrews home since 
last January would be continued. It 
was during’ that month that Andrews 
had returned home and:«announced that 
he had taken a second wife, who was 
to share the apartment with the first. 

Take Refuge in Apartment. 

After he had admitted:his double mar- 
riage and had promised that he, would 
be able *‘to explain everything satis- 
factorily,’’ Andrews, ‘the two women 
and the . children practically barred 
themselves in the apartment yesterday. 
Newspaper men and a throng of.curious 
persons kept watch outside, but Andrews 
refused to see any one-or to answer the 
telephone. 

Shortly after 1 o’clock he ‘hurried out 
of the house and, turning aside ques- 
tioners, hurried off for Manhattan. 

“Pm going to see my attorney, J, ea 
Lazaroce of 25 West Forty-third Street,” 
he snapped, ‘‘ and ff there's anything to 
give out he'll do it at. 3:30 o’clock.” 

While inquiry at Mr. Lazaroe’s office 
was establishing the ‘fact that the law- 
yer was.‘ out of town” and did not ex- 

t to discuss the Andrews case in any 
way, the broker reappeared at his home 
and went up to bis apartment. He hdd 
lost some of his brusquenegs, but smil- 
ingly refused to talk. 

Immediately afterward, William Ca- 
hill of Michel & Moore, a real estate 
operator. at 203 Sip Avenue,’ Jersey City, 
owner of ‘the apartment house, showed 
up. He came to tell his tenants that he

PARIS, April 14.—The French reply to 
Secretary Hughes’s note on Yap, made 
public today, says that the Washington 
communication having gone to the four 
allied Governments, France will not re- 
ply formally. until after“the mext micet- 
ing of the Allied Premiers. The French 
Foreign Office ‘takes a friendly stand, 
without promising to do that which 

America asks. . 

The’ note is ‘significant in that it 
states the attitude of the. French Gov- 
ernment to be that the record shows 
that.the Japanese Government had offf- 
cial knowledge of the American reagerva- 
tions on Yap, something’ which the Jap- 
anese Government has not been.anxious 
to admit. 

The text.of the reply, which was sent 
by: the French Government April 7, in 
response to the Américan State Denpart- 
ment note of April 4, reads: 

‘* Paris, April 7,.1921. 

\ The Pinsitlene of the Council and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs to the Am- 
bassador of the United States at Paris, 

**T have the honor to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your letter of the, fourth of this 
month in which your xcellency trans- 
mitted: to me a memorandum of the 
State ‘Department on the. situation: in 
the Island: of Yap. ‘This’ memerandum 
having been addressed» kyo 
the Governments of Great Britain, Italy 
and Japan, cannot be replied to except 
after agreement bétween the Govern- 
ments of the four interested: powers at 
the next meeting of the Allied Supreme 
Council. ‘I am. able, however, to inform 
your Excellency now, that whenever this 
question comes before the supreme coun- 
cil, the representatives of France, will 
approach its examination with the keen- 
est desire to find a solution which. will 
give every satisfaction to the United 
States. 

% Already, as your Excellency is 
aware, the Government of ‘the republic 
has done all that it could do ‘to give in 
this matter aid to the American Govern- 
ment. In the note of Feb. 18, after hav- 
ing stated that the decision of May 7, 
1919, did not admit of any restriction 
so far as the mandate attributed to 
Japan in the islands of the North Pa- 
cific was concerned, my department: sub- 
mitted to your Embassy that President 
Wilson and Mr. Lansing had neverthe- 
less, during & previous meeting, formu- 
lated in the presence of the representa- 
tive of Japan, categorical reservations 
on the subject of the Island of Yap, that 
Baron Makino did not refuse to allow 
the question raised by the United States 
to be brought under discussion and that 
in consequence the Japanese Govern- 
ment had cognizance of the American 
reservations. The note concluded that 
there was therein a basis for renewal of 
the: conversafions ‘between the United 
States and Japan Which thé Government 
of the républic/ would be happy to see 
lead to a satisfactory result. 

‘‘ This note was on the same day com- 
municated to the Embassy of Japan at 
Paris, and your Excellency was good 
enough to express to my department 
keen satisfaction at this communication, 
giving assurance that it would be par- 
ticularly appreciated in Washington.” 


Washington Encouraged by Note.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—The belief 
of the American Government ‘that the 
allied powers will accept the principles 
laid down in Secretary of State Hughes's 
recent note to Great Britain, France, 
Italy and: Japan, relative to the mian- 
date. to Japan over Yap and the North 
Pacific islands which formerly . belonged 
to Germany, has been measurably in- 
creased by France's reply to that com- 
munication. The text of the reply made 
public today by Secretary Hughes indi- 
cates that: the French Premier js anx- 
ious to find a solution eietaory to 
the United States. 

The note> while not a direct declaration 
that France recognizes the principles 
laid down by ‘Secretary Hughes, is con- 
gidered to be a step in that direction.

“To the American Legion: 
** Since. the beginning’ of February I 
have been visiting the battlegrounds of 


France. Taking my time, I have jour-|. 


neyed from Lille and, Lens and Arras 
to St. Mihiel and Pont-&-Mousson. “The 
ruins of Atbert and many hundreds of 
other towns are sad to see. Dead for- 
ests and fields where nothing grows yet 
are also sad to see. But for an Amer- 
ican even sadder yet.is the sight of our 
cemeteries, from whose. peaceful decent 
dighity the bones of our soldiers who 
fought together and fell together in 
France are being daily torn up. 

‘'The other day on my way to visit 
Quentin. Roosevelt’s grave I stopped at 
the. American Cemetery near Nesles, In 
smooth turf and among white crosses 
gaped ugly holes. Out of these holes 
were being dragged—what? Boys whom 
their mothers would recognize? No! 
Things without shape, at which moth- 
ers would collapse. 

\ How the Dead Were Buried. 

“Our dead had-to be buried quickly. 

There were no coffins—there could be 
none. Bodies were sometimes wrapped 
in blankets and sometimes put in bas- 
kets. Mud has filled thesé baskets and 
in winter has frozen to a hard cake. 
Those who: take this mgss “up often 
placé the basket on top of.a stove to 
melt the mud off and find something 
left to send to America. ‘This sume- 
thing cannot be embalmed. . It is 
sprinkled with disinfectant and shipped 
to Hoboken. ‘Those who sprinkle never 
embalmed in their lives. They came 
from slums and anywhere, and they 
look it. 
' Piles of these poor fragments of hu- 
man beings lie at Hoboken unclaimed. 
They have been dragged from the soil 
their sacrifice made sacred and where, 
as an honored and cared-for company, 
they lay in peace, their graves tended, 
their memory historic and -precious to 
France. Now many go to Potter’s 
Field. Stich as are claimed and taken 
to some family graveyard -will soon be 
forgotten. ‘Those who mourn them will 
be dead, too. Had th¢y been. left In 
France they would have been cherished 
as long as France endures. 

“ No mother could come to France and 
see where her boy lies and not. be com- 
forted and thankful he’is there. But 
exploiting mothers’ grief to put money 
in certain pockets goes on. 

‘Three weeks ago I saw our great 
cemetery at Romagne. Its” grass was 
green, its crosses white. Peace and 
beauty filled it.

ALBANY, April 14.—Both “Assembly: 
and Senate will have a real rush day to- 
morrow with the usual last-day grind 
of the annual session. There will be 
night sessions so that Saturday, the 
scheduled day for final adjournment 
will not find the ha.uds of the House 
clocks stopped at one minute to noon 
and the lawmakers grinding away until 
late Sunday afternoon. 

I¢ the schedules. of leaders .in both 
houses. are strictly adhered to, the 
Assembly may. be counted ‘on to -pass} 
the Governor’s water power. legislation, 
adopted-in the Senate tonight; the Lusk- 
Clayton bill, ‘establishing a State cen- 
sorship for motion pictures and possibly 
hold a conference on thé repeal of the 
direct primaries measure, if such action 
is finally determined to be necessary. 

It would be not surprising ‘if both 
houses received a special méssage from 
the .Governor advocating a non-paid 
State boxing board. 

Leaders on both sides asserted tonight 
that with an all day and probably’ an 
all night session tomorrow, ‘ adjourn- 
ment should be taken not later than 7 
or 8 o’clock Saturday night. 

The Hylan Inquiry. 

The proposal for an investigation by 
a Legislature committee of grant, in- 
‘competence and other alleged . derelic- 
tions. in the.

They: de- 
clared that ‘the new wage agreement 
must cover the entire country and that 
the Pacific Coast’ owners must. also 
abandon their projected wage cut. The 
Pacific wage decrease went into effect 
upon the’expiration of the. Pacific Coast 
agreement on April 1. The men are 
still ‘working under the temporary agree- 
ment. 

“We stand as ‘3 unit on the wage 
question,’ said Ernest F. ‘Pegg, Chair- 
man of. the Pacific Coast delegation.

The. decision of the- Rallroad Labor 
Board that national agreements should 
be abrogated on July 1 was feceived at 
first with some disappointment by rail- 
road managers here, who questioned the

however, they agreed that immediate 
abrogation of the agreements would 
have heen unwise as-it would have left 
roads and employes. without definite 
working schedules.

STRIKE. . 

‘Not’even the fullest dispatches from 
Engiand are able to clear away from 
the threatened general strike an ap- 
pearance of unreality. Things are not 
what they seem. Men and organiza- 
‘tions act like figures in a dumb show. 
Nothing that is said explains = or 
justifies what is done. Why did Mr: 
Tuomas of the Union of Ratlwaymen 
have tears in his voice as he an- 
nounced the decision to join in this 
strike? This is not the attitude of a 
convinced and resolute -leader. It 
looks, rather, as if he had been pushed 
from behind by. turbulent. spirits into 
an action which his own judgment did 
not. approve. Other British labor 
leaders appear similarly to have had 
their hand forced. The best, excuse 
they can give is like that of the French 
organizer of workingmen who sran 
after them when they went rioting, 
saying apologetically, “ I must follow 
them since I am their leader.”’ 

There are loud protests from the 
men precipitating this strike upon, 
. Britain that they dre not ‘* proclaim- 
ing a revolution.” They insist that 

they. are merely standing for the 

_ fundamental rights of trade unionism. 
But, if so, it is trade unionism of a 
new and* frankly revolutionary kind. 
There is no use in asserting that you 
do not mean a revolution if you. pro- 
ceed by way of a revolution, .Reduced 
to its simplest terms and plainest 
motives, the general strike is an effort 
to intimidate Parliament and coerce 

' the Government. It is the ‘‘ direct 
action ’’ which has long been toyed 
with by British labor and which it is 
now proposed to ‘use as a club in the 
hands of the minority to frighten and 
overpower the majority. Of what 
avail is it to mince words about such 
a-proceeding? Whatever it may pro- 
fess to be, it is open revolution and 
will have to be met:as such. 

The. blow has long been planned by 
restless and reckless extremists in the 
‘ranks of British labor. For what else 
was the so-called Triple Alliance 
originally planned?

After Jong dallying and irresolution 
the Republicans at Albany have at 
last made up their minds for a search- 
ing and comprehensive inquiry into 
the municipal “Administration here in 
all its departments.

Moreover: “‘ We 
wish it (the League) to be cohceived in 
peace and dedicated-to peace, and. will 
relinquish no ‘effort to bring the nations 
of the world into such’ fellowship, not in 
the surrender of national - sovereignty; 
but rejoicing in \a nobler exercise of it 
in the advancement of human activities.’’ 
Again: ~!‘ With the sufer-governing 
League definitely rejected * * * we 
may proc to negotiate, the covenated 
relationships.””

Board of Health Not Impressed 
by Complaints Against Nurses, 
Says Copeland. 


The Board of Health at a special meet- 
ing yesterday in the office of Dr. Royal 
S. Copeland; Health Commissioner, ex- 
onerated the physicians and nurses of 
the Willard. Parker Hospital of allega- 





the} tions of ill-treatment of patients and 


carelessness in the sanitary arrange- 
ments of the institution recently “con- 
‘tained. in letters sent to Dr. ‘Copeland 
and many physiciaris in’ the city. ” 


At the close “of the meeting; ‘ which 


.j lasted three hours,’ Dr.. Copeland made 


public a resolution adopted by the’ board, 
expressing confidence in Dr. Robert J. 
Wilson, director of the Health Depart- 
ment’s hospital. Dr. Wilson was the 
aetive head of the Willard, Parker Hos- 
pital, the Health Commissioner exs 
plained. 

“ The statements of six witnesses and 
the entire staff of.physicians and: nurses’ 
at the hospital wére heard,”’ Dr. Cope- 
land said. ‘‘ There was not one word of 
complaint made against any of the phy- 
sicians, and. I am frank to say that J 
wasn't ores with the few criticisms 
of the nurses. elieve, however, that, 
on, the ner i the criticisms have done a 
lot of good 

‘We found that for twenty years it 
had ‘been the practice to censor: the mail 
of the hospital,’’ he added, ‘‘ ahd we did 
not take kin ly to the idea. Dr. Wilson 
will work out a scheme to overcome that 
uy the use of a little discretion here- 

ter. The idea was to prevent patients 
from sending harrowing reports to-rela- 
tives and friends of conditions at the 
hospital. 

** No specific instance of ill-treatment 
was established by any of the witnesses, 
and the criticisms of the poor quality of 
the food at Willard Parker were of the 
same character that are lodged against 
every hospital in the country: 

“ We found some justification for com- 

laints of carelessness on the part of a 

‘ew nurses. Those complaints will be 
oversome by the. employment of addi- 
tional help to keep the. entire hospital in 
a thoroughly sanitary condition. In: one 
oriticism it was stated that the hospital 
death rate was 10 r cent. Statistics 

produced at the meeting revealed it was 

ut;7 per cent., the lowest of any con- 
tagious disease ‘hospital in the world.”

How robbers patiently worked on a
